of more expedient athletic management. 


Would not college athletics be fully guai'd- 


ed against the essentials of professionalism 
were the Big Ten rules to provide that no act 
short of signing a permanent contract to par- 
ticipate in professional athletics shall establish 
the status of professionalism, between the ma- 
triculation of the student and such a time as 
he shall have been graduated, or shall have 
abandoned his college work for a period of not 
less than one semester? 


The Gerber Case 


THE decision of the Big Ten conference which 
I reinstated Gerber, Wisconsin star tackle, 
{ter he had been barred from the three most 
Lnortant conference games for professional- 
ism calls up sharply the need of revision of the 
rules governing professionalism. 


Gerber is a professional, or he is not. It 
. is a professional, he is barred from play 
;ader the Big Ten rule. 
There may be pre- I 


«dents for such exception to the rule as that 
taken by the conference in his case, but we 
nave been unable to find any rule covering ex- 
ceptions in the Big Ten legislation 
The excep- 


tion taken in this case must, in all probability, 


Te=t upon some discretionary power vested m 
the conference or assumed by it, and it would 
«.e*m that such discretionary power—in effect 
to declare an infraction 
not an infraction- 


might become notable for its abuses quite as 
easily as for its sound use. 


What happened in the Gerber case .' 
The Wisconsin Athletic board 
was con- 


'ronted with a specific case. Compelled to act 
it investigated. Upon the evidence it found 
Gerber "technically" guilty. It had, then, to 
disqualify him, or to assume the discretionary 
power later exercised by the conference This 
nude an embarrassing situation. No doubt the 
Wisconsin board felt, as did the conference, 
that Gerber should not be barred. But to have 
rone outside the rule in vindicating a player 
in its own team doubtless would have drawn 
upon its head logical criticism. It preferred 
to sacrifice Gerber, to sacrifice the team, rather 
than take high-handed action, even in the in- 
terest of justice. 


Either these are the facts, or the Wisconsin 


board misinterpreted the rules governing pro- 
fessionalism, and 
the 
conference declared 


Gerber "technically" guilty, and forgiven, in 
order to save the face of the Wisconsin Ath- 
letic board. 
It seems altogether absurd that the confer- 


ence should set up a rule as to what is pro- 
fessionalism, and then from time to time have 
to break its own rule in the interest of com- 
mon sense and fair play. It is as though the 
conference had proposed to itself the problem, 
"when is a professional not a professional. 


The Gerber case is more than an incident. 


It is a precedent. Gerber cases will come up 
from year to year, unless rules 
are altered. 


University boards will have to bar men who m 
good conscience should play, or fly in the face 
of the rules. The conference will have to get 
them out of the hole by decisions as seemingly 
absurd as that in the Gerber case. How far will 
it go, if not arrested? One easily imagines ex- 
tensions of the precedent of forgiving 
tech- 


nical" guilt, until the exceptions make the rule 
rather than prove it. 


The rule on professionalism 
was estab- 


lished to stop the practice 
of matriculating 


"ringers," their way paid in cash or with jobs. 
It was indeed "ringing in" professionals 
to 


help win presumably amateur games. To say 
that this practice has been discontinued and 
that "ringers" are no longer employed, is per- 
haps begging the question, for no doubt it was 
the anti-professional rule that stopped 
the 


"ringers." Nevertheless, it is now quite appar- 
ent that the rule against professionalism could 
well be modified, without loss of efficiency, to 
make it more just, and more serviceable to the 
cause of education. 


The Wisconsin Athletic board is sometimes 


censured for being "spineless" in 
upholding 


the interests of Wisconsin University athletics. 
This, no doubt, is due to the meticulous care 
with which it clings to the letter as well as to 
the spirit of Big Ton rules. For our part, we 
like this scrupulous observance of the princi- 
ples adopted by the conference, but we con- 
fess to serious doubt that any other university 
in the conference would have taken the initia- 
tive in ousting Gerber. 
Ours is, in the best 


»«nse, a leadership for sportsmanship. 


But that very leadership strongly suggests 


that Wisconsin should extend its 
leadership 


in the observances of sportsmanship, to leader- 
ship in revision of the rules of college sports- 
manship, and indeed, since the Badger teams 
wffer disadvantage 
by reason of our good
